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> A Traditional Rock. 

A short distance above the Fraser River 
town of Yale, on the west bank of the Lit- 
tle Cauon. is a rock that bears so close a 
resemblance to a human figure as to cause 
it to be an object of curinsilv to the whiles 
and of siiperslilioiis terror to the Iiuiinns. 
It is about five feet long' liy about two and 
a-half in diameler/and' stanils upright. It 
has neither legs, arnis, or head; but the 
breast, shoulders, and thighs are as plainly 
traceable as if it was really the pelrilii^l 
remains of a human bcinc;. Ti:o Iiuliaii.s 
fay that it is the body of a woman wlio 
many many years ago, longer ago than the 
oldest Indian now livirig can renieinber — 
dared to disobey the command of the (Jreat 
Spirit and ale ihe first salmon cauylit in 
Fraser River, instead of giving it to the 
native priests. The tradition goes that cen- 
turies since, game ,(now so scarco in that 
vicinity) was plenty, and ineilher saimun 
nor lish of any kind bad ever been kno«vii to 
ascend the river. The Great Spirit, how- 
ever, became ve.\ed with the IndianR, and 
one day scattereil the seeds of poisoiions 
plants all over the mountain-sides, gnd in 
the valleys. The plants spraiii; into life, 
^nd the cariboo, tho ROats, ihe sheep, the 
'bears, and even the wild fowl, ata nf them 
and died. In a short time tlio frame had all 
disappeared, and the savaiics rctnainod solo 
possessors of the country; hut there was no 
food fur thcni, their wives or their little 
•ones; and starvation and death eaine anion;^ 
them. 

After a long while the heart of tlje Great 
.Spi.rit, relented towards- the few that ^^e^e 
left. He summoned them together in a 
cave (still to be seen in the side of a moun- 
tain back of Yale) and said : " I cannot 
send back the game; but to show. you that 
I have forgiven you your ofiences, I will 
send millions of large fish up the river every 
summer. These you must catch, for they 
will hereafter form your principal article of 
food. The first fish that is caught will be a 
iacreil fish, and any one that catches it must 
carry it to the medicino-nieii of the itibe." 
They all then went to the river side and 
wailed and watched lor pome time, but net 
a sinyle fish was to he seen. At last, one 
day, when they were ni^arly ready to die, a 
Biiuaw caught a fine large salmon with her 
hands, and started to carry it to the rnedi- 
cine-men. Being hungry, however, her ap- 
petite gqtitha better of heriseose of duty ; 
so she went among some bushes by 
the side cf-the trail, built a fire and cooked 
and ate part of the salmon. After she had 
refreshed herself she got up to carry the re- 
maining portion of the iish to the medicino- 
nen, whea all but hor head, the lower part 
of her legs and her arms, were turned into 
stone by the Great Spirit, who ha<i beeo 
watching her. Subsequently, the medicine- 
■men were commanded to cut off her head, 
.arms and le-s, which they did, and fiom 
ithat day to this the reck stands as a check 
jon all Siwashes who may feel disposed to 
,<lisobey orders from headquarters. This is 
.the tradition conneclen with the curious 
stone. It is implicitly believed by the In- 
.di.ans ; while civilized beings are expected 
to draw their own contlusions. 0. 



[nF^ The total number of able-bodioJ 
meti employed at iho present time in the 
English Royal Navy amounts to 77,000, 
with 7,000 boys. The French have 30,000 
in all. The English have 240,000 men and 
boys employed in the mercantile marine; 
the French 80,000, The English mercan- 
tile marina is steadily increasing, while the 
French is steadily decreasing. In April. 
1859, the British royal navy consisted of 221 
sailing vessels, 8,295 guns ; the Fraoch had 
180 vessels, 2,922 guns. At the same period 
the French had 2(i5 steam vessels of war, 
with 5,600 guns ; the British had 530 steam 
vessels of war (including 16L gua boats ,

The English Graveyards at Sebastopol 

The Anxious, Capt. Cavrthorne, from Bal- 
aklava,<Iadea with. guns. and bones, has ar- 
rived at Hull. ' Capt.' ' Cavi^thorhe afrii^ed at 
Balaklava on the 2nd of August, and left 
that port on the '2iul of September, and 
from him we learn that, having been over 
Cathcart's hill, he was surprised at the high 
state of preservation which the graveyard 
was in, all being neat and in order, (lowers 
also 6f various kinds being seen over the 
graves in every direction. Mr. Cawthorno 
visited many of the graveyards about In- 
kerman and Balaklava, and haviiii» prev- 
iously I'.earil the reports of churchyanl des- 
ecration, he was astonishod to see Ihe beau- 
tiful order in which the f^raveyards were 
kep't. On entering the graveyarti in winch 
iio the remains of Capt. Hedley Vicars, .Mr. 
Cawthorne's attention was attracted to the 
grave of that gallant officer, which occupies 
the most conspicuous position in that place. 
Tlio headstone was in no way dilapiilateil, 
and the grave altogether presented as line an 
appearance as id seen in our own cenietiies; 
and IVlr. Cawthorne expressed the same 
opinion generally in respect to all the grave- 
yards he ,had^ visited. Colonel Gowan, a 
gentleman in every respect, a"d hiyh in the 
estimation of both Ihe ussian and Ameri- 
can Govenirnenls, along withCaptaiti Nich- 
olas and Mr. France (tlie owner of Iho Anx- 
ious, a native of Leeds, in Yorkshire, but 
resiiling and carrying on the business of a 
nierehant at Oilessa), are the puilies who 
have charge of the graveyards, ami as (,'ol, 
Gowan has been several limes coinpliiruMiled 
by the Eiigli>h press lor his ili>i olercsted al- 
tention to the graves nf the ImikIIsIi who 
fell in the Crimean campaign, it is quite 
evident that under his and his coadjutors' 
snpierititendence iio' an.xiety need be felt at 
hnma'for llie preservalion of Ihe graves of 
Hiiglimd's brave sons, whoso nobly died in 
their country's cause. 

Si'hastiipnl itself yet bears the traces of 
the niemnrabli) eaiiipaigii ; rootless iiouses 
are to bo -seen in all directions, but the 
]ioi)ulation is slightly on the increase. ; The 
only building which ai yet has been re- 
stored by the Kussian Government is ihe 
.Adinir.ally building, which was only slighliv 
damaged, the once tine hospital being .itiil 
lelt ill its dilapidated state, only tenanted 
by a few ,Icw.i, who earn their living by 
uoing over the batllclielils, digging op old 
iKinaiid Irad, which they sell, and u|ioti 
uliich tliey have to pay a smtill percentage 
to t!ie liussiaii Government. Ui' the re- 
nowned iMalakolfand Keilan towers nothing 
now remains but shattered mounds, in 
w hich lie embedded several gunfl.'dislodged 
by the Allies, and where may be occasion- 
ally seen half a dozen men eni^aged disen- 
toinbiiig the old cannon, and here and there 
in the trenches, or surmounting earlliwurks, 
may he seen live shells, which no person 
dare lonel; for fear of the havoc an e.\[)losion 
ofoneot them would cause, and there is a 
likidihooil of their remaining there for some 
lime j et. Capt, Cawlhorne was uiiknow- 
ini;lv going (o pick a live shell np to brini; 
Imme as a Iropliy, but was only too glad to 
leav« it on being told hy a friend that if 
touched it would explode. The population 
of Sebastopol and itnniedi; te district is be- 
tween 2(X)t) arul .TOGO. Colonel Gowan is 
proceeding with Ins contract to raise Ihe 
sunken vessels in the harbor, which he has 
now rondereil perloctly navigable. He em- 
ploys daily abiint 20U men, who, with his 
clerks, etc., occupy the naval arsenal, which 
Was converieil imo a rendezvous specially 
for them. The operations connected with 
the raising ol' tin; sunken ships, etc., are on 
a large scale, and it is supposed will occupy 
two years more beloie the harbor is totally 
cleared. Dining Captain Ca wtliorne'a slay 
at Seb'istopol one of the largest of ilie sunk- 
en vessels wa.s raised, and n considerat)le 
portion of the iron which he has brought 
home was got up from the sunkei ships. 
Between ;'il)0 and fiOO men — Uussian and 
Circassian labor(!rs — are daily empluyeil at 
the four new patent slips now in course of 
construction, under the superintendence of 
Mr. Muir, who has the contract under the 
Kiissian (Jovernment for the construction of 
the slips, but Ihey are now being iiiado un- 
der till) direction of an Kdinburgjh liini. 

E.VOl.lSIl UlIlD.S I.V yiUSTKALU. — The 

English birds at the botanio gardens arc 
now all in a busde. They seem perfectly 

awake to the cliaracler of the season. The 
little wai blers are busy nest biiildiiig, and 
in perloi-niiiig all the other teiuler ullices 
which mark tlieir |)rucedings at spring lime. 
The larks are already multiplying, and Ihe 
thrushes have nests both in the aviary and in 
the open air. 'I'tie starlings and blackbirds, 
whicli were brought out by the Lincohirihire 
and the Essex, occupy a building in the 
Botanic Gardens' reserve, wliicfi is usually 
devoted in tlie winter to itie accommodation 
of Ihe alpacas and oilier quadrupeds. Here 
they will remain until ilieir plumage (lost 
ofdisordcrod on the voyage) is restored, when 
they will be removed to the aviary, and 
thencu to the open air. A similar house 
holds II number of thrushes that are nest- 
building in the orange and Japauuse spindle- 
trees, which are placed there, in the aviary 
the same interesting proces.s is going on, 
There the goldlincli, llie liiinel, and the 
Java sparrow have nests, aa well as the 
thrush and the quail — due care, however, 
being taken for llio separation of the peace- 
able Irom Ihu pugnacious birds. The birds 
aretengttged in egg-laying, and for the work 
of incubation the assistance of some barren 
fowls has been secured, Tho whole of the 
arraiigemoiils for tlio preservation ol the 
birds have been sent from England, and itie 
propagation here of the feathered tribes of 
the old country — thanks to the Indefatigable 
Dr. Mueller — are as complete as can b: de- 
sired. _ Tho fish wliich arrived by ihe Lin- 
colnshire, tetich, dace, and inirinuw, have 
been deposited in the tank in the Zoological 
Gardens, and appeared to be thriving admi- 
rably. By moans of pipe cominuiiicatioii 
with the Yarra, the tish are constantly sup- 
plied with fresh water, and appear to be aa 



well off" as in their native streams. 'A num- 
ber of the pheasants , blackbirds, thrushes 
and larks received from England have been 
set free in tho islands of Western Port, and 
no d.pubt they tare fairly established there. 
—Melbiiumi Argus. '

A sheet called the Press m'niie its appoai- 
ance on Saiurday. Lilte a piratical craft, it 
hoisted no fla^; to desisnata its nalinnaliiy 
or it.1 prino'ple.s. Whether it was the lack 
of principles that induceil such a dBparliun 
fronn the usual conventional prospeclus or 
salutatory, or whelher it has an abuiulant 
slock of bunting or ela.slic priiiciplea on 
hand, ready to be hoisted as ncca-iim ii.uy 
require or ihe hopes of '• booty " inspite it, 
are questions on whieh the public appear 
divided. All we know of its origin was an 
announcement in the last number of its 
maternal progenitor, the New Westminster 
Times.'oi "Viotoria, that it wou|d be launched 
upon the sea of pubiio. opinion on Saturday 
last, and the pubUowero to judge it by " lis 
intrinsic merits." As it has manifested the 
in.sllnots of all its .predecessors, by tryins to 
malce.a living by barking at what appears 
in the Colonist, it is but natural we should 
try to correct the tone of the Press, by pa.ss- 
ing judgment on " it.*! intrin.iic merila." It 
appears that aliont a week ago we published 
a locnl item fiiving the substance of a peti- 
tion to Gov. Dou'^las from certain 'purchasers 
of land in the Colony, praying that the price 
per acre in the original contract bo reduced 
from £1 to 10s. The grounds -for the peii- 
tion were based on the: fact 'that roads and 
•bridges were not.miide aocording'to agree- 
ment ; and, besides no roads being made 
but of the moneys they had paid for the 
land, they were called upoii" to pay for the 
eonstruction of roads under Ihe " Roads' Act, 
1'860." Some passing remarks were made 
on the subject, on which, taken in connection 
with the whole item, the Press has spread 
itself in a column and a half leader, evi- 
dently a mo-*t pleasing opporlunily to show 
its "unsophisticated innocence of busi- 
ness transactions." It charges on "a 
people's paper"— the Coli!NIst— the "en- 
dorsement of a document praying for a 
bonus perpetrating an injury on the pub- 
lic." '-his we unequivocally deny. We 
deny that 'e endorsed anything tend- 
in;; to a public injury; but we hold that 
the passing remarks made were in strict 
'^conformity with the diities^of a pubiio jour- 
nal in seeing that the Government keep- 
faith with its people. Our endorsement 
went no farther than "it seero.'t proper 
■lid to the point." The Pr<s« however has 
misrepresented thi.s si'ntenoe whicii it quotes 
in the foiloiving words : " But our colem- 
ponary the Cot.o.si.st says, " It is pr(.|ier ami 
to the point." 'I'here is a markt'd difFerence 
in the meaning of "it seems" and " it is." 
For iristaiii'.o were wo to say: "The Press 
" seems " to be an organ of the same clique 
as its progenitor ihe 7ime5;"it would convey a 
very diirerent idea from saying "i« is their 
ojgan " " Thus " it seems" to be one of 
the " intrintin merits 'J of the Prm to raia- 
quote, if not misrepresent the Colonist. 
Again, it quotes what it styles o»r "endorse- 
ment" : " That tbty bhould be compelled to 
p»y fur the laud five times Ihe amount re- 
quited by law at present seems hard, and we 
hope .Gov. Dofuglas will lose no time in bring 
ing ifia mHllor before the Home Govern- 
ment." We certainly see no reason on re- 1< 
flection to change whit was wriiion with 
the usual basle of a local item. If what is 
alleged in the petition be Iriie, it docs S(em 
hard. We expie.-.^ed iii) other idea. On 
inqiiiry wu find tlicri! are good grounds for 
»:>B pelilioii. 'HiL' .s[)irit of it is founded in 
justice. A number of farmers and others 
whom the Press calls " poor innocent land 
• harks" and -'land grabbers," bought land 
of the government in 1858 in Sooke,Saan- 
ich, Lake and Cowichan. They agreed to 
pay £1 an acre, in instalments. They have 
paid one or- more instalmerits. The Gov- 
eininent agreed' to maito'''road8'^ to the prop- 
erty, as H consideration of the high priw) 
paid. The Government has not made the 
roads according to bargain. Now then has

A large number of the 
names to the petition are farmers. The 
Press \s then wrong Bftiin. But if every 
uian of them were speculators, that affords 
no good reason for tho Oovornmoiit not fnl- 
filing its contract. .\;i '. if they are specula- 
tors, thoy are really "unsophisticated in 
business transactions for the Press says : 
" Why their vorv cattle are dying for want 
of hay." Who would lielieve that apecula- 
tors, " avaricious land grabbers" would al- 
low t"-eir cattle to starve ? When some 
people talk nonsense, they usually talk as 
experts in the art of twaddle. 

We oertiiinly hope that Gov. Dou;;la.s will 
bring the matter befuro llie 'lonu' (iovern- 
7;ient. If he does not, it is likely others 
will. It will then be found out why tin; 
local Government has not kept faith ; and 
the result'-we -hopo will 'serve' th> ' best in

If, howeve., tho petition 
were false, and designed only to obtain a 
reduction in the price for to gratify avari- 
cious motives, we think they would be well 
treated' if their proposition was accepted; 
for the petition says: "In the. event of ihe 
price of lands sohl beins reiiuced to lOv per 
acre, your petitioners would be willing to 
enter irito a covenant to make the same im- 
provpf.ients required fay the pronlarnaiion 
That requires them lo reside on the properly 
and layout ten 'shjllings' an acre thereon.

For Tin; IMinks. — Up to the present time, 
by a careful coiiiputalioii, over six huiulrud 
men have left our city, by steam or sail 
coiiveyaiioo, bouiul for tlic mines of British 
<]Qlumbia ; of this mirrber, sotno one hun- 
dred atul fifty have been drawn from the 
islands in this vicinity anil the tiei;^hbutiMi; 
Territory ot Wasiiington. Added to these, 
{wa have gooil authority for stating) that 
tkboul one hundred miners have left Point 
Boberts, Semiahmoo, Whatcom, Port Town- 
-send, and other ports on the . Sound,Cwho 
have nevei come to Victoria at all. , From 
Portland (Oregon), we learn that the emi- 
gration from that Slate to Rock Creek and 
• Cariboo has already commenced ; that men 
•and mules, undeterred by the proclamation 
•of Governor Douglas in re^^ard to the ini- 
iposition of a heavy tax on all goods, and 
animals crossiuf; the Uiiundary Line — are 
Tuaking haste lo reach the diggings ; and 
that an exoil lis, sueli as Oi emin has never 
before witnessed, will take place this sea- 
son. To meet these accessions, nearly four 
hundred tons of goods have been sent for- 
ward from this place to New Westminster 
from' the fint of February to the 5ih inst.,— 
■ a great and striking improvement on the 
. amoant of business transacted during the 
game period of last year. There are at pres- 
ent in Victoria^^some four hundred miners 
'who/as tfooh 'as"* they" tliiiiic' advisable',' will 
start for British Columbia; and there are 
also about an equal number of men with 
strong arms and willing hearts" on Puget 
■Sound, who are preparing- to leave for the 
northern Eldoradoes. The towns on the 
Lower Fraser, we learned by the last arrival 
from the river, will be almost depopulated 
by the 'first of April — suuh was the interest 
and leeling manifested by nil classes in 
favor of the upper mines. In California 
there is an increased desire among the sur- 
plus 'population to visit British Columbia, 
and tesfher mining resources^ but what 
figure the. immigration of the present year 
from thai fioufce will reach, it is at present 
impossible .'lo osliroate. The prespect, so 
far, 'hQwever| asifas ns local appearancesgo; 
13 very satisfaclory, and gives rise to the 
lielief that the ;populction of the sister colony 
for 1861 wi'll exceed that of last year by 
several thousafids. The bulk of the supplies 
for this poptilatior. must -be drawn from 
Victoria, atul there is every prospect of a 
satsfactory an(J profitalile business season 
being in store for our n.eroliant.s, if energy 
and enterprise be displayed ■in proper seasoi;. 

— Yesterday was a greni 
day at, the Ilydah encampment. The warriors 
were in liquor, and coiisr^qneiitly intensely 
bra\a and warlike. Tlii'y were nearly all { 
tight, and kept up a demonical howling irdui 
sunrise to sunset.

, a general row commenced. The friends of 
both parties rallied, and stones and clul s 
were thrown and handled in an effective, 
. not to say scientifio ' manner. One of the 
.«iSkedigates fired several times with a rusty 
musket at a crowd of his adversaries, fortu> 
nalely without doing any harm. Several on 
both sides were badly hurt with the rocks 
nnd clubs, and one is reported to have had ' 
his skull fractured. A delaclmient of pn- i 
lice visited the spot during the afleriionn | 
and succeeded in quelling the di.siurb.-ince. j
